We are all well aw ace of the fact that Ipswich (or 
Queensland for that matter) has little to offer for 
Commodoie users in general. The laege chain 
depastment spires like K-Mart, Big W, Target and 
Myers are about the only place in nearly any city. 
As for Brisbane, there are only a handful of 
caniputeE stores which stock any Commodoce 
products, such stores include Software 80, PC- 
Ease ('?)j and of course, Alliance Computers. 
Computer View (now called Alliance Computers) 
is the one and ONLY com.putei store in Ipswich 
which stock CommodDte products. This I think to 
be a bit unfortunate in that there is no competition 
and they have the monopoly in the town, and 
anywhere else is too far away if you are just 
looking. 

The alternative to this is of course, the phone. We 
all know that "The Australian Commodore and 
Amiga Review" (ACAR) has heaps of ads in them 
etndfnost of the suppliers are either in New South 
Wales or in Victoria, all of them; have competitive 
prides and offer a wide range of hardware and 
software for Commodore computers. 

So why not try shopping from home? 

Most people have heard about the pro' s and con' s 
of "Mail-Order" and we all know it is a risky 
game, especially if the item you are buying proves 
faulty and has to be returned (most of the time at 
yoiii own expense!), but let's take a look at some 
things I have purchased by "Mail- Order"... 

My first encounter with mail order was when I 
bought my second 3.5" disk drive from Computer 
Discounts, they advertise in the ACAR every 



month. AU the stores in Brisbane/Ipswich had 
drives for sale at around the $299 mark, Computer 
Discounts had this brand advertised for $1 99 plus 
$12 postage and handling. Now Robert Howard 
was the one to put me onto this company, he 
purchased the same drive when they had it on 
special at this price and said it was a great little 
drive and he had no problems with it So I was sold 
and not long after, I had my second drive on my 
desk working great (and still ist). 

The next time was when I was looking for some 
more disks, again I was referred to a com^pany 
called "Micro Educational" by another person who 
had dealings with them via Mail-Order, I 
purchased 1 00 3.5" disks for $2 plus p/h charges, 
and they threw in a $30 disk box for free. 

Next was my new printer. After selling my IBM 
calculator (just kidding John) along with my MPS 
1200, I sluspped around Brisbane/Ipswich for a 
price on a Star NK-1(X) colour printer. Nearly 
everywhere quoted me between $€50 to $700 for 
that type of printer, I shopped in the ACAR and 
found a company called Busi-Soft Computers had 
them advertised for $549. Fair enough, there was a 
postage and handling charge of $25 which brought 
the price up to $574, it was still a lot cheaper than 
buying it from your own home town (The printer 
also came with Parallel- Centronics cable freel). 
Again, I had no problems with the printer. 

Now I know that you are taking a risk when you do 
purchase items in this fashion, you can't see the 
product befoie you get it, The company may fold 
up and disappear leaving you with a faulty (^vice,

or you might wait weeks at months foe your 
purchase to arrive on your door step. Just like 
buying from a local store, the same applied here, 
"Let the Buyer Bewarei" 

L, personally would never buy from a three line add 
in the Courier Mail, 1 would buy, however, from a 
firm that has been placing full-page adds in 
computer magazines for nearly every issue you 
have seen, that proved in itself, it has ihs clients, It 
has financial status, and they are obviously a 
legitimate company with aft£^z sales support. 

Before you buy, make sure you have looked around 
the local shops and then look at what is to offer in 
the magazines. You may see something you need at 
a great price in a magazinej then go back to the 
local shop and show them the price and let them 
sweat on it enough that they might try to beat that 
price (or at least match it). If you can't beat the 
locals down, call the company and ask questions 
like warranty, after-sales support, delivery 
charges, and httiw long db they expect it to arrive at 
your doorstep. 

There are a number of ways ^u can pay of course, 
just like any normal stores. You can place an order 
by mail enclosing a cheque for the correct amount 
(this also includes the price for postage back), 
hence "Mail- Order"!, yau can also use Australia 
Post's "Money Order", but this will cost you more 
than it's really wortK You can also take a risk and 
place the order by phone and quote them your 
Bankcard/Visa card number, this involves a certain 
amount of trust and there is a risk in your call 
being "listened into" by undesirable people. 

Call me a risk taker, but I prefer to look in a 
magazine before looking around local stares, and I 
also use my credit card number over the phone 
when placing an order Just to speed the process up 
(instead of waiting for them to receive my cheque 
and order by mail which adds a few days to the 
order). 

So when next you are in the market to buy 
computer equipment, or any equipment for that 
matter, remember, your options are not just within 
the limits of your driving range, the best price and 
service may be as close as your neatest fuagaaine.

It is very important that every Amiga owner check their disks with this programme now 
before you lose valuable data as it is probably on other Library disks. Please remember to check all Library disks 

with a Virus detect/kill programme before doing anything else with them, it 
is in your own best interest to do this.
